An explosive report 
released yesterday by No¬ 
va Scotia's auditor general 
shows members of all 
three provincial parties 
are involved in “irrespon¬ 
sible/’ “inappropriate” 
and “pervasive” misuse of 
public money.

The regulations — set by 
a group of MLAs to police 
themselves — were found 
to be so vague that not only 
were none of these expens¬ 
es illegal, most weren’t 
even against the rules. 

“The system enables mis¬ 
use,” said auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe. 

“(The rules) are so am¬ 
biguous and they are so 
poor, and they’re applied so 
badly, that it gets to the 
point where it’s hard to say 


Lapointe said this likely 
violates federal tax laws and 
the province could be on 
the hook for back taxes. 

Several MLAs, including 
Premier Darrell Dexter, ad¬ 
mitted to having expenses 
named in the report. So far 
all have said they will give 
back the money. 

Speaker Charlie Parker 
accepted all of the report’s 
recommendations. He 
vowed to make changes to 
clean up MLA finances, but 
refused to release the list of 
names of who had misused 
public money.

Police say the street val¬ 
ue for each tablet is be¬ 
tween $8 and $10. 

“This typifies the mar¬ 
keting savvy used by or¬ 
ganized crime groups 
to attract young cus¬ 
tomers by incorporat¬ 
ing brightly coloured 
modern pop-culture 

symbols,” Const. Craig Fo¬ 
ley said in a release.

Vietnamese 
orphan on 
way home 

departure A Vietnamese 
boy who came to Canada 
seeking treatment for a 
large facial growth began 
his journey home yester¬ 
day after saying goodbye 
to a community that took 
him in more than two 
years ago. 

Lugging a hefty travel 
bag emblazoned with 
sports logos, Son Pham 
passed through the 
Halifax airport with the 
family that has cared for 
him since he was 
discovered in a 
Vietnamese orphanage in 
2006. 

Saying little as he played 
with his caregiver’s two 
young daughters, the 12- 
year-old headed to Ottawa 
and Toronto, where he 
will say goodbye to friends 
and supporters before ar¬ 
riving back in Hanoi next 
week. 

Olwyn Walter, who took 
Son into her Halifax home 
in 2007, said she was 
thrilled to see how much 
doctors were able to 
reduce the malformation 
on his face, but heartbro¬ 
ken to see him go. 

“It’s a huge sense of 
loss,” she said before 
boarding a plane with her 
daughters and Son for Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“But at the same time, 
knowing that he’s going to 
Vietnam to a wonderful 
family that loves him ... 
makes it a lot easier.” 

Son planned to leave 
Toronto Sunday and arrive 
in Hanoi on his 13th birth¬ 
day, where his foster 
mother, father and three 
older sisters were waiting

Contractors sifting millions 
from school contracts: AG 


Profits made as middleman between governments, report says

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Two companies have 
found a trick to pocket 
millions of taxpayer 
dollars for taking money 
from one level of govern¬ 
ment and handing it to an¬ 
other. 

While much of the atten¬ 
tion around yesterday’s au¬ 
ditor general’s report 
swirled around MLA ex¬ 
penses, it also revealed 
deep problems with the 
province’s P3 schools. 

Nova Scotia has 39 pub¬ 
lic-private partnership 
schools that companies are 
paid to operate. In two cas¬ 
es, companies then sub¬ 
contracted the schools 
back to regional school 
boards for less money. 

The difference they keep 
is estimated be to be $52 
million over 20 years, for 
essentially being a middle¬ 
man between two levels of 
government. 

“In my opinion, the de¬ 
partment has not met its 
duty to taxpayers or to stu¬ 
dents to manage the con¬ 
tracts appropriately,” said 
auditor general Jacques La¬ 
pointe.

In another case, the 
Cape Breton-Victoria Re¬ 
gional School Board had 
higher cost overruns in op¬ 
erating the schools. The 
$251,000 shortfall was es¬ 
sentially paid by taxpayers 
twice, the report notes, as 
it was given to the contrac¬ 
tor but also had to be made 
up from other areas of the 
board. 

The report examined 31 
P3 schools in total and 
deemed safeguards to en¬ 
sure contract standards 
were met as “wholly inade¬ 
quate.” 

In some cases, contrac¬ 
tor employees had not had 
child-abuse registry 

checks, criminal-record 
checks, or first-aid train¬ 
ing. 

The contracts run for 20 
years, with most at about 
the halfway point.

Disclosure from other 
members has steadily 
trickled in. Yarmouth MLA 
Richard Hurlburt spent 
$8,000 to have a generator 
installed in his house. He 
said the generator was 
purchased to assist search- 
and-rescue groups and is 


just in his home to keep it 
charged. 

Agriculture Minister 
John MacDonell repayed 
$13,445 in locally made of¬ 
fice furniture. 

Preston MLA Keith Col¬ 
well and Halifax Citadel 
MLA Leonard Preyra have 
also repaid inappropriate 
expenses. 

The man who runs the 
board controlling the 
purse strings has also been 
implicated. Speaker Char¬ 
lie Parker expensed $790 
for a model of the Ship 
Hector for his constituen¬ 
cy office. He has since re¬ 
imbursed the government. 

“ft was purchased from 


a local craftsman,” Parker 
said. “The Ship Hector is a 
large tourist attraction in 
Pictou. I have it displayed 
in my office to tourists and 
locals ... it’s really to en¬ 
courage them to go down 
to the waterfront to see 
the actual Ship Hector.” 

Parker chairs the legisla¬ 
ture’s Internal Economy 
Board, which sets rules for 
political expenses. He said 
he will not release the 
names of MLAs mentioned 
in the report. 

“I don’t think it’s my 
role to embarrass individ¬ 
ual members or single 
people out ... If they wish

The Humane Society In¬ 
ternational/Canada issued 
a press release condemn¬ 
ing the federal 
Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans and the Nova 
Scotia government for al¬ 
lowing the hunt. 

Fisheries and Oceans 
will allow 2,220 seals to be 
“slaughtered” beginning 
on or around Monday, the 
society said. 

Robert Courtney, a 
spokesman for the sealers, 
has said they hope to har¬ 
vest the animals but it will 
depend on finding buyers. 

Courtney, president of 
the North of Smokey Fish¬ 
ermen’s Association, 
scoffed at the humane so¬ 
ciety’s use of the term 
“slaughter,” saying seal 
hunts have been observed 
by veterinarians and Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans officials, 
who have approved it as a 
humane harvest.

Gender factor in graduation: Study 


Females more likely to finish post-secondary studies, Education Commission says

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If you’re a young woman 
coming from Ontario to 
earn an engineering 
degree in the Maritimes, 
it’s very likely you’ll be 
walking across a stage to 
collect your diploma in 
four years time. 

If you’re a young man 
from Halifax who stayed 
home to study history, it 
might take you a bit 
longer. 

This according to a new 
report on student persist¬ 
ence released yesterday in 
Halifax by the Maritime 
Provinces Higher Educa¬ 
tion Commission, which 
suggests that women, out- 
of-province students, and 
students enrolled in ap¬ 
plied or professional pro¬ 
grams are finishing their

undergraduate degrees 
more quickly, and more of¬ 
ten. 

On the flip-side, male 
students, people attending 
university in their home 
province, and Arts and Hu¬ 
manities majors are more 
likely to take a year off, 
transfer to a new institu¬ 
tion, or drop out altogeth¬ 
er. 

There are a number of 
possible explanations for 
these trends, said Commis¬ 
sion CEO Mireille Duguay, 
but finding those answers

will take time. 

“We have to look at 
some of the factors that 
fall outside the database 
that we we’re using,” she 
said. 

“(For example) the abili¬ 
ty of women to find a good 
paying job with a high 
school diploma is not as 
good as for men, so that 
university credential pays 
more.” 

Overall, the report 
states, only 39 per cent of 
all students attending uni¬ 
versity in the Maritimes 


seem to be following the 
traditional, four-year road 
to convocation. 

Colin Dodds, president 
of Saint Mary’s University, 
said that came as no sur¬ 
prise to him. 

“Having a student come 
in, take five courses a se¬ 
mester and graduate in 
four years just isn’t the 
norm,” Dodds said. “It has¬ 
n’t been the norm at Saint 
Mary’s for years.” 

The study, which fol¬ 
lowed a cohort of 9,894 
students between 2001 
and 2007, did not track stu¬ 
dents once they left their 
first university, and did not 
track students who trans¬ 
ferred to a different Mar¬ 
itime institution.

Autistic teen found unharmed

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missing A young autistic 
woman who went missing 
for nearly 10 hours in sub¬ 
zero temperatures Tuesday 
was found unharmed early 
yesterday morning. 

Police say a member of 
Halifax Ground Search and 
Rescue located Jennifer 
Graves-Smith just after 1 
a.m. in the lobby of an 
apartment building. The 
18-year-old student at Hali¬ 
fax West High School did 
not take her assigned bus 
home, and was last seen 
wandering down a wooded 
path around 3:30 p.m. 


Tuesday afternoon. 

“When we found her, 
she was fine,” said police 
spokesman Brian Palme- 
ter. “She was checked out 
by (paramedics) and 
returned home.” 

According to Pal- 
meter, it remains 
unclear if Graves- 
Smith was exposed 
to the elements the 
entire time she was 
missing. At one 



point Tuesday, the Jennifer 
mercury dipped to a Graves-Smith 
bone-chilling -18 C, 
not including the wind- 
chill. 

“Certainly, given the 
temperatures we’ve been 
having, it was a concern 


for us,” Palmeter said. “For¬ 
tunately, she was inside 
when we found her.” 

Halifax West principal 
Gary Walker could not be 
reached for com¬ 
ment yesterday, but 
Halifax Regional 

School board 

spokesman Doug 
Hadley said school 
officials were “re¬ 
lieved she was 
found safe and 
sound.” 

Palmeter said this 
situation was some¬ 


what different from the 
disappearance of seven- 
year-old James Delorey in 
early December. 

Delorey, who was also 


autistic, wandered away 
from his Cape Breton 
home and into the nearby 
woods right before a major 
snowstorm hit the area. He 
was found after 48 hours 
of intensive searching, but 
died in hospital the follow¬ 
ing day. 

“We weren’t worried so 
much about (Graves-Smith) 
wandering off into the 
woods,” Palmeter said. 
“The area where she was 
last seen was fairly open.” 

Graves-Smith’s parents 
told the CBC last night 
they were relieved their 
daughter was found safe 
and thankful for everyone 
who helped in the search 
to find her.

Inquiry told Hyde diagnosis 
is medically unacceptable 



inquiry The official record 
says Howard Hyde died of a 
condition known as excit¬ 
ed delirium as he struggled 
with guards inside a Dart¬ 
mouth jail cell more than 
two years ago. 

But an inquiry into the 
sudden death of the men¬ 
tally ill Nova Scotia 
man heard yester¬ 
day from a clinical 
psychiatrist who 
said those who use 
that term subscribe 
to an “ideology” he 
doesn’t accept. 

Dr. Joseph Noone, 
an expert on the Howard 
clinical aspects of vi¬ 
olent behaviour, said 
excited delirium is a term 
favoured by law enforce¬ 
ment officials and coro¬ 
ners even though it is not 
accepted as a medical or 
psychiatric diagnosis. 

“I’m not a fan of excited 
delirium,” he testified. “It’s 
a controversial term used 
strongly in certain areas ... 
There’s a real concern that 
the term could be misused. 

... It’s very unsatisfactory 
from a psychiatry point of 
view.” 

The mysterious condi¬ 
tion is characterized by 
several traits, including in-

Professor says opposition should demand Afghan docs

A top constitutional schol¬ 
ar is urging opposition 
MPs to use the drastic and

Errol Mendes, a law pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Ottawa, told an ad-hoc 
committee of opposition 
MPs yesterday that the 
government’s refusal to 
hand over the documents 
is unconstitutional and 
“makes a mockery of Par¬ 
liament.” 

He said they have a duty 
to hold the Conservatives 
to account, especially on 
questions as serious as the 


country’s conduct during 
the war. 

The government has re¬ 
fused to turn over defence 
and foreign affairs records 
to the special House of 
Commons committee on 
Afghanistan, saying the 
documents contain sensi¬ 
tive and classified infor¬ 
mation that can’t be 
shared with MPs without 
secret clearance. 

“The core complaint 
that I see that you have is 
that executive is really 


placing itself above Parlia¬ 
ment, Mendes said. “For 
the first time I know in 
Canadian history, the ex¬ 
ecutive is saying we are su¬ 
perior to Parliament.” 

Just before Parliament 
recessed for Christmas, 
the Liberals pushed 
through a motion that 
would have required the 
government to produce 
the records or face a mo¬ 
tion of censure. 

Louis Riel was the last 
MP to face parliamentary 


censure in Canada — well 
over a century ago. 

Riel, the leader of the 
Red River Rebellion by the 
Metis, was called to the 
bar of the Commons for 
his role in the uprising. He 
was expelled from Parlia¬ 
ment on April 16, 1874 
and later hanged for lead¬ 
ing the Northwest Rebel¬ 
lion in 1885.

Desperate parents in a 
struggling village 
perched above Haiti’s 
earthquake-flattened cap¬ 
ital said they gave their 
children away willingly, 
trusting the American 
missionaries who 
promised to take them to 
a better life. 

The stories the villagers 
told The Associated Press 
yesterday contradict claims 
by the Baptist group’s 
leader that the children 
came from orphanages or 
were handed over by dis¬ 
tant relatives. But they also 
attest to the misery of a na¬ 
tion that was the hemi¬ 
sphere’s poorest even be¬ 
fore the Jan. 12 earthquake 
struck. 

The 10 Baptists, most 
from Idaho, were arrested 
last week trying to take 33 
Haitian children across the 
border into the Dominican 
Republic without the re¬ 
quired documents, accord¬ 
ing to Haitian authorities, 
who have accused them of 
child trafficking. The 
Americans are to appear to¬ 


day before a prosecutor 
who will decide whether to 
file charges or release 
them, Communications 
Minister Marie-Laurence Jo¬ 
celyn Lassegue said. 

Standing amid piles of 
debris that used to be their 
homes and the makeshift 
shelters of tin and plastic 
sheeting that have replaced 
them, the people of Calle- 
bas told how they came to 
surrender their children. 

It all began last week 
when a local orphanage 
worker, fluent in English 
and acting on behalf of the 
Baptists, convened nearly 
the entire village of 500 
people on a dirt soccer field 
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to present the Americans’ 
offer. 

Isaac Adrien, 20, told his 
neighbours the missionar¬ 
ies would educate their 
children in the neighbour¬ 
ing Dominican Republic, 
the villagers said, adding 
they were also assured they 
would be free to visit their 
children there. 

Many parents jumped at 
the offer. 

“It’s only because the bus 
was full that more children 
didn’t go,” said Melanie Au¬ 
gustin, a 58-year-old who 
gave her 10-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Jovin, to the Ameri¬ 
cans. Ironically, Augustin 
had adopted Jovin because 
her birth parents couldn’t 
afford to care for her. 

Adrien said he met the 
Baptists’ leader, Laura Sils- 
by of Meridian, Idaho, in 
Port-au-Prince Jan. 26. She 
told him she was looking 
for homeless children, he 
said, and he knew exactly 
where to find them.

A former public defender

New Orleans Sheriff’s 
spokesman Lt. Ed Baswell 
said yesterday Charles Brad¬ 
ford, 47, has had no fixed 
address since getting out of 
prison in 2006, is wanted in 
Arkansas, California, Flori¬ 
da, Kansas and Ohio, and 
may have operated in other 
states. 

“This was a little reminis¬ 
cent of ‘Catch Me if You 
Can,”’ Baswell said, refer¬ 
ring to the 2002 film about 


check forger and con artist 
Frank Abignale Jr., who 
went on to help the FBI 
catch other check forgers. 

Bradford apparently told 
investigators he could help 
businesses avoid being 
conned by people like him, 
Baswell said. It is unknown 
where Bradford had prac¬ 
tised law, but Baswell said 
he was a former public de¬ 
fender who apparently 
went crooked in 1988, 
when he was arrested on 
charges of impersonating a 
federal ATF agent with 
stolen credentials. 

“Apparently in 1987, his 
mother passed away, and 
he kind of uses that as a ref¬ 
erence point as to when he 


began a life of crime,” 
Baswell said. “I don’t know 
if he was deeply affected by 
the death of his mother and 
that triggered what he has 
done in recent years. But 
that seems to be the divid¬ 
ing line.” 

Bradford also was arrest¬ 
ed on charges of robbing 
several banks and stealing a 
Kansas sheriff’s identity, 
Baswell said. 

Bradford allegedly would 
go to a casino town, check 
the phone book for local 
businesses, create counter¬ 
feit payroll checks — often 
using logos taken from 
their websites — and re¬ 
cruit people to cash them.

A ccording to the 
latest cutting- 
edge relationship 
science from the 
University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Berkeley, the key 
to peace, love and happi¬ 
ness for couples is using 
the word “we,” instead of 
divisive singular pronouns 
like “I,” “me” and “you,” 
which may ramp up con¬ 
flict. 

Psychologists observed 
154 couples in conversa¬ 
tions about relationship 
conflicts and found that 
couples who tended to use 
“we” more also tended to 
have fewer negative emo¬ 
tional and physiological 
reactions over the course 
of the conversation.

have a soothing effect on

distance themselves from 
the bogus statements. By, 
um, replacing “I” with 


“we,” for example. 

So, do these studies, tak¬ 
en together, suggest de¬ 
ception is the secret to a 
happy relationship? Some 
of us would be more sur- 
prised than 
others to dis¬ 
cover that 
was the case.

In the Berkeley study, 
older couples tended to be 
bigger users of “we” than 
middle-aged couples. 
Younger people weren’t 
even studied, and perhaps 


that’s important. After a 
few decades together, a 
couple has more cause to 
see themselves as a “we.” 
It doesn’t necessarily fol¬ 
low, however, that simply 
using the word is the way 
to rack up those decades. 
I’m going to guess that 
there’s a little more to it 
than inclusive pronoun 
use. 

It’s not hard to imagine 
circumstances in which all 
this “we” business could 
cause more trouble than it 
solves. It’s probably a little 
much on the first date, for 
example. 

Beware also the dreaded 
“royal we,” with which a 
dominant partner increas¬ 
ingly presumes to speak 
for the couple. 

And then there’s the 
flip-side of the royal — the 
patronizing “diminutive 
we.” Sample usage: “Are 
we a little grumpy today?” 

Don’t do it. I implore 
you.

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty faces a dilemma 
in preparing for the March 
4 budget — to what extent 
will it be a political or eco¬ 
nomic document. 

So far, Flaherty has main¬ 
tained he can balance the 
budget in the not too dis¬ 
tant future without raising 
taxes, without cutting 
transfers to provinces and 
individuals, and without 
deep, painful cuts to gov¬ 
ernment programs. 

In doing so, Flaherty 
would count on steady eco¬ 
nomic growth to increase 
government revenues to 
such an extent that five, six, 
seven or eight years down 
the road — and poof, there 
goes the deficit. 

The approach has politi¬ 
cal appeal because it tells 
voters they don’t have to 
give up anything. 

But several former policy¬ 
makers who were involved 
the last time Ottawa elimi¬ 
nated a stubborn fiscal 
deficit say it can’t be done 
without pain and higher 
taxes. 

And they say the minister

Former Liberal finance 
minister John Manley, for¬ 
mer deputy finance minis¬ 
ter Scott Clark and parlia¬ 
mentary budget watchdog 
Kevin Page, also a former Fi¬ 
nance official, told a panel 
discussion yesterday that 
the deficit, now a small 
problem, could become a 
big one if plans aren’t made 
to tackle it soon. 

And they argue, while 
some estimates of a chronic 
$20-billion deficit five years 
down the road doesn’t 
sound like a big problem, 
it’s unlikely the govern¬ 
ment can grow the econo¬ 
my enough to erase it. 

“No advanced country in 
the world has ever grown it¬ 
self out of deficit,” Clark 


said. “I’ve been there, I’ve 
seen that movie, seen the 
sequel.” 

Cutting spending won’t 
work either, he added, be¬ 
cause once transfers and 
protected programs are ex¬ 
cluded from the $200-bil- 
lion plus discretionary 
budget, the government 
has only about $50 billion it 
can reasonably target. Find¬ 
ing significant savings from 
such a small pot will be dif¬ 
ficult, he said, if not impos¬ 
sible. 

The only dissenter in the 
panel discussion was CIBC 
chief economist Avery 
Shenfeld, who said Cana¬ 
da’s deficit problems are 
manageable and can wait 
until the recovery is as¬ 
sured.

AIG set to pay out 
big bonuses: Report 


bailout American Interna¬ 
tional Group Inc. is set to 
pay out about $100 million 
US in a fresh round of 
bonuses to employees of 
its financial products divi¬ 
sion, the unit whose risky 
bets helped sink the com¬ 
pany leading to a $180 bil¬ 
lion government bailout, 
according to reports pub¬ 
lished Tuesday. 

AIG agreed to cut the re¬ 
tention bonuses by $20 
million but was still to 
hand out $100 million yes¬ 
terday, The New York 
Times reported, citing peo¬ 
ple with knowledge of the 
negotiations. 

The Washington Post, al¬ 
so citing people familiar 
with the situation, said the 
retention payments are for 
employees at the division 
who agreed to accept 10 to 
20 per cent less than AIG 
had initially promised 
them two years ago. In re¬ 
turn, they are getting their 


money more than a month 
ahead of schedule. 

AIG is still due to pay out 
tens of millions of dollars 
more in March, mostly to 
former employees who did 
not agree to the conces¬ 
sions, the Post reported. 

A message was left with 
an AIG spokesman seeking 
comment. New York-based 
AIG faced intense public 
and Congressional criti¬ 
cism last March when it 
paid out hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars in reten¬ 
tion bonuses to employees 
months after receiving the 
government bailout. 

When the credit crisis 
hit in the fall of 2008, the 
U.S. government rescued 
AIG from the brink of col¬ 
lapse in exchange for an 80 
per cent stake in the insur¬ 
er. AIG’s near collapse was 
not due to its traditional 
operations, but instead 
risky derivatives contracts.

Olympic Heights elemen¬ 
tary school, Montgomery, 
palms out at ankle level, 
zipped up the aisle, high- 
fiving — or more accurate¬ 
ly low-fiving — the cheer¬ 
ing flag-waving students.

“I have all the tools nec¬ 
essary to get it done.

He heads to his first 
Olympics after a season 
that saw him ranked fifth 
overall, including a win in 
Cesana. He won the pre-

It's all in the genes 


Edgy, sophistic label Genetic Denim gets wider release

Ali Fatourechi knows 
what women want... Well, 
at least when it comes to 
denim. 

His styles are worn by the 
likes of such A-listers as 
Anne Hathaway, Shalcira 
and Halle Berry and are 
now making their way 
(with a wider release start¬ 
ing this month) to Canada. 

He is the founder of Ge¬ 
netic Denim, a brand he 
spent years developing, in¬ 
cluding a one-year stint of 
market research. 

In 2006, the American- 
based designer embarked 
on what he calls a denim 
tour across the United 
States to ask mostly women 
and some men what they 
wanted in a pair of jeans. 

Traveling in a U-Haul 
across 42 cities for a year 
might not seem like the 
most glamorous of ven¬ 
tures, but when you see the 
end result of Fatourechi’s 
market research it all 
makes sense. 

After interacting with 
20,000 consumers, he de¬ 
signed a collection that uti¬ 
lizes top-quality fabrics 
with washes and cuts from 
around the world. The 
brand is designed to actu¬ 
ate each individual’s assets 
while maintaining the ulti¬ 
mate in comfort. 

When asked the secret to 
the jeans’ softness, Fa¬ 



tourechi remains covert: “I 
travelled the four comers 
of the earth looking to de¬ 
velop the softest fabrics. It’s 
the yarn I use and the mills 
I work with... that’s all I can 
say.” 

During a recent visit to 
Toronto, he also shared 
some of the key lessons he 
learned from his travels. 
“You’re only as good as 
your first five inches below 
the waistband. If the jeans 
don’t fit within the first five 
inches below the waistband 
as a denim brand you’re 
dead in the water. 

“All women care about 
how their hips, crotch and 
backside look in a pair of 
jeans,” explains Fatourechi. 
To address these concerns, 
his spring/summer 2010 
line includes styles like The 
Shane, a cigarette cut, The 
Riley, a classic boot-cut, The 
James, a cigarette cut with 
zippers, and The Davis, a 
slouchy cigarette style that 
is a sexy update of the clas¬ 
sic boyfriend silhouette. 

The line also includes a 
variety of jackets, vests, 
shorts, skirts and even a 
jogging pant, ranging from 
$225 to $275. 

Once he addressed the

major stmctural aspects of 
his denim brand, Fa¬ 
tourechi decided to incor¬ 
porate some unique touch¬ 
es into his pieces. The first 
begins with the brand’s 
name, which is a reference 
to human DNA, “The only 
thing that makes you 
unique in this world.” That 
message is also embedded 
in the actual clothing with 
DNA helix and “XX” or “XY” 
embroidery on each item. 

Sequined patches under 
distressed jeans as well as 
studding, lacing and zip- 
pered details are also sub¬ 
tleties that give the brand a 
“twist,” says Fatourechi. 

“It’s for the fashion-for¬ 
ward leader that walks 
with a swagger and ‘owns’ 
what she wears and who 
she is.”

Hopeful, breathless, even 
fretful over what may lie 
ahead or be forever unex¬ 
plained, Lost fans have 
welcomed back the ABC 
mystical thriller for its 
sixth season — the begin¬ 
ning of its long-coming, 
too-close-for-comfort 
finale. 

Two of the final 18 hours 
were aired Tuesday as its 
season premiere, after a 
warm-up Lost for Dummies 
recap that, even for the 
most devoted disciple, of¬ 
fered helpful cues to the 
ever-escalating mythology.

enough all seems 
well. 

“Looks like we made it,” 
Jack says to a fellow passen¬ 
ger as the flight smooths 
out. 


Was this a replay of the 
original flight, just before 
the plane was pulled apart 
by electromagnetic energy 
and crashed in the series 
premiere? 

Maybe Jack’s grand plan 
to prevent the crash didn’t 
work. 

Or maybe it did. 

Then the action shifts to 
the island and the con¬ 
struction site of the Swan 
station, where the nuclear 
bomb had been detonated 
to cap the deep pocket of 
electromagnetic forces.
